Pleading increased business 
responsibilities and continuing 
demands on his time as a 
member of the municipal gov¬ 
erning body, Mayor Henry F. 
Kor-smeier tendered his letter 
of resignation to the City Coun¬ 
cil at the close of a long ses¬ 
sion Tuesday night. He asked 
that it be effective March 15. 

The resignation was not then 
accepted by the body. Action 
was deferred to the next stated 
meeting March 9 although an 
adjourned meeting of the coun¬ 
cil will be held Saturday at 
8:30 a.m. 

The mayor said he had 
reached his decision with re¬ 
luctance, explaining that he 
had indicated to the council 
in December his intention to 
resign. Before he had formally 
done so the City faced the wa¬ 
tershed fire, then flood emer¬ 
gencies and he was prevailed 
upon to remain in office at 
least several months longer. 

Korsmeier was elected to the 
council in April, 1948. He said 
he “deeply appreciated” the 
cooperation he had received, 
“especially from fellow coun- 
cilmen” and would always 
value the friendships he had 
gained while in office. 

If the resignation is accepted 
the council has 30 days in 
which to appoint a successor.

Flood control measures for the Sierra Madre foothill section 
had first consideration at the County Board of Supervisors meet¬ 
ing Tuesday morning. The resulting appropriation of $80,000 to 
the Flood Control Di.strict for dam site acquisition and mainte¬ 
nance cleared the way for the U. S. Forest Service’s expenditure 
of $175,000, already allocated, for check dams and debris basins 

in Floral, Lannan and Elkins canyons. 

Site acquisition by t h e City 
appeared insurmountable last 
week with a price of some $48,- 
000 set on the Goya Nursery 
property in Floral canyon alone. 
Maintenance of the facilities 
also represented a burden to 
the town. As a result of the 
supervisors’ resolution Tuesday, 
maintenance will be assumed 
by the County Flood Control 
District. 

Check Dam Nears Completion 

While Forest Service engi¬ 
neers awaited the unraveling 
of red tape, they have proceed¬ 
ed with the small, 2,500 cubic 
yard capacity check dam far 
back in Floral canyon above 
nurseryman Paul Goya’s home. 
This is about 30 per cent com¬ 
pleted, forest supervisor Wil¬ 
liam V. Mendenhall reported 
earlier this week. Engineers 
also have improved and paved, 
as a flood channel, the dedi¬ 
cated road to the dam which 
terminates in Wilcox Road. 

Pending written permission 
from the Richard Thayers, own¬ 
ers of the Wistaria Vine, related 
and expedient plans call for re¬ 
contouring and paving of the 
Vine parking area to serve to 
some extent as a silting and 
spreading basin and check of 
water velocity. Mendenhall 
says the discharge of water 
from that area will be deflected 
toward Lima St., alleviating 
flood damage to residents in 
the natural wash below Carter 
Ave. 

Debris Basin Possible 

Possibility of a debris basin 
on a little over an acre of the 
Goya property remains open, 
Mendenhall says. 

Construction of a 50,000 cubic 
yard capacity debris basin in 
Lannan canyon, included in the 
Forest Service allocation, came 
nearer reality Tuesday night 
after Mrs. James L. Duff, one 
of and representing Lannan 
heirs, and C. H. Burn®, subdi¬ 
vider, who holds an option on 
the property, had conferred 
with Planning Commission 
members and the City Council 
Tuesday night. 

Mrs. Duff long has sought, 
from the Planning Commission 
a zone change of the property 
from Rl-Large for smaller-lot 
subdivision purposes. After con¬ 
cessions on both sides, the mat¬ 
ter will go to the Planning 
Commission tonight. The subdi¬ 
vider, in the Interests of the 
flood control problem, has 
agreed to accept 85-foot front¬ 
age lots with a minimuiw area 
per lot of 11,000 square feet al¬ 
though he had sought 80-foot 
frontages.

Here in Brussels an elderly 
man sat down beside me on a 
park bench one day. He had 
apparently been watching Ris- 
ty’s dexterity with his new two¬ 
wheeled bike, and asked me 
how old he was. From Risty 
the conversation moved to 
France, to England and to 
America until finally the gen¬ 
tleman said fiercely, “We like 
America here, and England and 
France—but les Boches,”—he 
shook his fist wordlessly under 
my nose, then added in a whis¬ 
per, “We hate them—hate 
them!” 

And there have been slo¬ 
gans chalked in the streets pro¬ 
testing the re-arming of Ger¬ 
many. Communists? Maybe, 
but the Belgians and French 
are all afraid of an armed 
German y—though, on the 
strength of what we’ve seen 
of war destruction, England 
should be more frightened than 
either. 

I’ve met a girl here, too—a 
German girl who married an 
American officer after the war. 
She is a big, attractive girl, 
very blonde, with even white 
teeth, a flawless complexion, 
an open, friendly manner—and 
I can’t like her! 

She is too loud and she is 
always trying to TELL me— 
about American schools, about 
bringing up children, about or¬ 
ganizing one’s work. If only 
she would tell me about Ger¬ 
many and the war! But she has 
refused to discuss the matter to 
any extent because it is too 
disturbing for her. 

She did admit, however, that 
the Germans didn’t really be¬ 
lieve that Poland was about to 
attack them in 1939, and that 
they love a uniform and mar¬ 
tial music so much that the 
Salvation Army is one of the 
most popular organizations in 
Germany today because it is 
one of the few permitted uni¬ 
forms and parades! And she 
added that the Allies have 
made a mistake in trying to 
teach Germany democracy be¬ 
cause the only thing a German 
understands is absolute au¬ 
thority and unquestioning obe¬ 
dience! 

Of the concentration camps 
she knew nothing, nor of the 
Jewish persecution. No one did. 
No one! 

But they DO know now—and 
Dachau is still Dachau.

Diseases of the heart and 
blood vessels are responsible 
for about one-half of all the 
deaths in the United States and 
it is estimated that somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 10,000,- 
000 people have some form of 
heart disease. As in so many 
things, this is not as bad as 
it first appears since many 
cases may be cured, prevented, 
or lived with in reasonable 
comfort. 

Although it may occur at any 
age, heart disease is more often 
fatal after the age of 45; in¬ 
deed, after the relatively young 
age of 40 it is listed as the 
leading cause of death. 

More people are dying of 
heart disea.se today because a 
greater number of them are liv¬ 
ing much longer. Coronary 
heart disea.se, the result of 
hardening and narrowing of 
the arteries of the heart, would 
occur in every individual if he 
but lived long enough. 

Some heart trouble is un¬ 
avoidable. A small proportion 
of children (the estimated num¬ 
ber is 3.23 in every 1000 live 
births) are born with defective 
hearts, a condition that is 
called congenital heart disease. 
This condition is not inherited 
and the causes are, as yet, un¬ 
known. 

Other forms of heart disease 
are the results of some form of 
streptococcal infection. Rheu¬ 
matic fever, for instance, ac¬ 
counts for about 90 per cent 
of the heart trouble in children 
and is responsible for approxi¬ 
mately one-third of the cases 
of heart disease in adults. 

Hypertensive heart disease, 
caused liy sustained high blood 
pressure, is also a disorder that 
seems to develop later in life. 
The origin of the disorder re¬ 
mains unknown but, in the 
majority of cases, the disease 
can be controlled. This is a for¬ 
tunate thing since from 50 to 60 
per cent of the American popu¬ 
lation will probably develop an 
elevated blood pressure as they 
ease into middle age. 

Although much remains to be 
done, treatment for heart dis¬ 
ease is rapidly becoming more 
effective. Many typos of con¬ 
genital malformations and 
heart wounds, formerly thought 
hopeless, may now be repaired 
and the individuals enabled to 
pursue normal activities. 

Drugs are also u.sed success¬ 
fully in the prevention and 
cure of many cases of heart 
disease. Pencillin is effective in 
combating streptococcal infec¬ 
tions and the danger of rheu¬ 
matic heart disease is consid¬ 
erably lessened. Other and new¬ 
er drugs are used to good ad¬ 
vantage in treating hyperten¬ 
sion and arteriosclerosis. Need¬ 
less to say, none .should ever 
be used unless prescribed by a 
physician. 

In all cases of heart trouble, 
it is important to work and live 
within one’s limitation and not 
place too great a strain upon 
the heart. Heart specialists ad¬ 
vise work that is suitable but 
warn against the dangers of 
strenuous exerci.se, becoming 
over-tired, or hurrying. Excite¬ 
ment and anger are equally 
bad and should be avoided. 

Overweight in people with 
heart disease is particularly 
dangerous for, in persons over

implications of our gospel, 
however, are hard words to 
hear. The goad of destiny, 
though, is faith in action. Es¬ 
pecially is our divine destiny 
prodding us with the goad of 
brotherhood. Every Christian is 
under the dual compulsion to 
love God and man. This is not 
easy, but it is essential and if 
we are to fulfill our high cal¬ 
ling in the crisis of our times 
we mu.st answer to three im¬ 
peratives. 

First, we must remove our 
prejudices. Prejudices are real 
and race prejudice is probably 
the most dangerous foe of West¬ 
ern civilization. Prejudices are 
also un-Christian for it corrupts 
our faith in the Fatherhood of 
God and narrows our horizon 
in the brotherhood of men. The 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
right when he said, "... the 
mere conquest of our enemies 
is not enough. ... if civilization 
is to survive we must cultivate 
the science of human relation¬ 
ships.” 

Second, we must practice lik¬ 
ing people. We may wish there 
were no responsibilities in this 
area but we are under divine 
command to “love thy neigh¬ 
bor as thyself.” The way of 
understanding will help here. 
To place ourself in the position 
of another will make liking 
that person much easier. ’Phe 
way of attention will also help. 
What gets our attention gets 
us and it helps if we concen¬ 
trate on the good in others. 
The way of love is, of course, 
best. This is the way Jesus 
advocated as the sure way to 
success in liking people. Liking 
people is the essential step in 
removing prejudice from our 
mind. 

Third, we must keep close to 
Christ. .Stanley Jones says, 
“When the world is at its worst, 
the Chri.stian must be at his 
best.” This means we must 
think with our mind instead 
of our emotions. Wo camiot do 
this with mere will powar, hut 
“all things are possible through 
Christ.” He is the secret of 
victory in brotherly living. 
Christ enables us to see beyond 
the color line lo the heart of a 
man. Chri.st empowcfs us for 
.secure living without barriers 
of prejudice. As the Lord of 
life, Christ is the assurance of 
salvation for every man. In 
Christ all men are “sons of 
God, through faith.”

GARDEN 

NOTEBOOK 

FLOWERING PEACH TREES 

The warm colors of flower¬ 
ing peach trees are a welcome 
and cheerful sight every spring. 
These hardy trees produce 
blooms in ever-increasing 
abundance each year, high- . 
lighting backyards and pave¬ 
ment areas from late March , 
through April with bright rose, 
pink, deep-red, cerise and ma- ^ 
roon blossoms. 

The flowering peaches are 
readily adaptable to every part I 
of California and have been 
widely planted by home gar¬ 
deners and park departments 
throughout the state. While - 
flowering peaches produce sat- I 
isfactory results in a variety of 
soils, ideally they prefer a 
moi.st well-drained rich loam, , 
fertilized with manure or bal- j 
anced commercial fertilizer. 

Fruit Unsatisfactory 
The flowering variety, like < 
the parent fruiting peach, 
ranges in height from six to 15 
feet, its textured trunk spread¬ 
ing gracefully. Actually these , 
flowering trees do produce fruit, 
but it is generally unsatisfac¬ 
tory, and they are coveted pri¬ 
marily for their magnificent 
production of spring blooms ^ 
and the handsome tree struc¬ 
tures that they provide all year 
round. 

Flowering peaches, like most 
deciduous trees, can be obtain¬ 
ed in bareroot form in most 
California nurseries for imme¬ 
diate planting. Give them plen¬ 
ty of room and prune them 
heavily after their flowering 
period. Don’t hesitate to bring 
huge sprays indoors for early 
decoration, for cutting does not 
affect next years’ production. 

Flowering peaches may be 
planted with harmonizing trees 
and shrubs which bloom pro¬ 
gressively later in the sea.son 
or they can bo combined with 
white-flowering spring bloom¬ 
ing deciduous shrubs and an¬ 
nuals. 

The California Association of 
Nurserymen advises gardeners 
to spray flowering trees just 
before their leaves begin to ap¬ 
pear in the spring and iater in 
the faii. A spray composed of 
lime and sulphur or a Bordo 
mixture has proven successful 
in guarding against leaf curl.
